In response to the Office Action of September 9, 2003, Applicants elect Group 
VIII (eight) including claims 24 and 25 but traverse the grouping of claims set forth to the extent 
that a separate grouping for the claims of Groups VII (claim 23) and VIII (claims 24 and 25) is 
maintained. It is respectfully submitted that Groups VII and VIII do not represent distinct 
inventions but rather, both Groups VII and VIII concern related methods of reception of 
quadrature-retum-to-zero (QRZ) modulated signals for addressing detrimental effects of phase 
noise, chromatic dispersion and polarization mode dispersion.
